To the farm poultry 
keeper the insects may appear 
to be a blessing as the; birds 
use tliem for Iced. On thc other 
hand warm summer weather 
provides perfect conditions for 
development m mites and these 
arc lar from being a blessing 
to either thc poultry or the pou. 
ltry keeper. 

Mites are small blood sucking 
parasites, commonly found in 
poultry houses especially during 
summer months. They cause 
serious damage to the birds by 
puncturing the skin and sucking 
blood and if they arc- very nun' 
emus they reduce egg product 
ion, cause thc birds to lose con 
dition and in extreme cases may 
even cause death. In addition 
to theii direct effect they may 
have an indirect effect by trails 
milting disease from bird to 
bird. T his j« In cause the mites 
do not stay attached to individ 
uals as lice d n but leave the 
bird after each Iced. As tharc 
is no evidence to indicate that 
they ha Vo a homing instinct an 1 
return to the same bird all tin 
time, it can be seen that th. 
possibility of spreading disease 
is very real.
